Efforts 
to Speed Up Army Hearings Fail 


Will Proceed 
To 'Bitter 
End:' Mundt 


McCarthy Refuses 
To Drop Charge 
Against Henselu 


WASHINGTON* <.fl— Efforts to 


cut short the McCarthy-army 
hearings blew up today. The sen- 
ate investigation quickly swung 
to a charge from the McCarthy 
camp that the army allowed 
"friends and associates" of atom 
jipy Julius Rosenberg to work in 
a secret radar laboratory. 


Roy C'ohn, general counsel to 


Sen. McCarthy, made the accu- 
sation by asking Secretary of the 
Army Stevens if he did not know 
Rosenberg associates were em- 
ployed at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., 
until the senator's investigations 
"occasioned t h e i r dismissal" 
months after Stevens took office. 


Stevens replied that none of 


the 35 security cases at Mon- 
mouth was a Communist "no far 
as I know" and that none had 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment to 
avoid testimony, 


Sen. McCarthy 
called that 


"clearly false" testimony. 


WASHINGTON WP)— Ef- 


forts to confine the McCar- 
thy-Army hearings to testi- 
mony by Sen. McCarthy and 
Secretary Stevens collapsed 
today. Chairman Mundt (R- 
SD) announced the public in- 
quiry would proceed as sched- 
uled "to the bitter end-" 


Mundt said the subcommittee in- 


vestigating the controversy had ex- 
plored in closed meetings Monday 
night and today "every honorable 
way" to shorten the hearings, and 
r e j e c t e d "every dishonorable 
way." 


But lie said all efforts to ar- 


bitrate the dispute and agree on 
a narrowing down of charges and 
witnesses had 
failed 
to 
bring 


agreement among all the parties 
concerned. 


Mundt estimated the hearings 


might last two or three weeks 
longer. 


Consumes Time 


With Mundt's statement, individ- 


ual members of the subcommittee 
spoke up to explain their personal 
views. This consumpd the greater 
part of the forenoon session. It 
was 10:51 a.m. (CDT) when the 
first question was put to Stevens, 
back in the witness chair for the 
ninth day. 


The committee had convened at 


9:48 a.m. A closed meeting to dis- 
cuss a possible "speed up" lasted 
past the scheduled 9:30 a.m.. re- 
sumption of public hearings. 


Mundt made his announcement 


after Sen. Dirksen (R-I11) had pro- 
posed that testimony be confined 
to the secretary of the Army and 
Sen. McCarthy. 


Suggestion Misconstrued 


Dirksen said he was taking up 


a suggestion made Monday by Jo- 
scph'N. Welch, special counsel for 
the Army in the scrap. 


Welch had said he would be con- 


tent to rest his case with Stevens 
and McCarthy, and "at most" two 
more witnesses. 


Today Welch intimated that his 


suggestion had been misconstrued. 


He would insist, he said, on call-

51 two miles south of the 
Ogle-Winnebago county line Fri- 
day. 


The car is a black 1949 Nash 


Statesman sedan with a grey door 
at the driver's seat. The vehicle 
carried a 1954 Illinois license, 
1384-849.

Grab French Strongpoint 
Vietminh Renew Attack 


HANOI, Indochina UP)— 


Renewing their massive in- 
fantry assault on Dien Bten 
Phu, the Communist-led Viet- 
minh captured a new French 
strongpoint today on the 
western side of the besieged 
northwest Indochina fortress. 


A French 
high command an- 


nouncement here said the battered 
French Union defenders inside the 
crumbling defenses immediately 
launched a strong counterattack. 


"Bitter combat now is under 


way," 
the French 
communique 


said. 


It was the fourth French strong- 


point to fall to the rebels since 
they launched their death blow 
thnut Saturday night. Th« a«*auU 


—suddenly stopped Sunday—was 
resumed with- new fury before 
dawn today as a violent rainstorm 
lashed the battered fortress. 
- 


Rain* Slow Tanks 


Thejrnoment appeared right for 


the rebels to make another attempt 
to smash the bastion. The drench- 
ing rains slowed down tanks oper- 
ating inside the constricted for- 
tress defenses and forced French 
warplanes to cease strikes., 


Before the attack, on the West 


was launched, the French esti- 
mated that the Vietminh would 
have to cover some 600 yards be- 
fore they could stab into the heart 
of the fortress. But they had to 
cover only about 100 feet to reach 
the first French barbed wire bar- 
ricades and to engage Ui* defend- 


ers in hand-to-hand combat. 


Today's communique made no 


mention of any attack other than 
from the west, one of the areas in 
which the rebels scored Saturday 
night and Sunday. 


Human Wave* 


The Vietminh followed their usu- 


al tactic of battering the crum- 
bling defenses with human tidal 
waves. 
The advancing columns 


pressed so olosely together that 
any gaps in the ranks were quickly 
filled. 


The attackers hurled plastic con- 


tainers of nitroglycerine at the 
barbed wire defenses. 


The French fought back desper- 


ately. Wave after wave of rebel

Plan Would 
Unify War 
Torn Land 
Indochina Rebels 
Arrive in Geneva 
To Join Delegates 


GENEVA <#)—The U. N. 


allies in Korea were reported 
today readying a compromise 
proposal for unification of 
the occupied, divided penin- 
sula. 


This development was reported 


by a highly informed source as a 
delegation of five Vietminh Rebel 
leaders arrived today from Indo- 
china to join the impending talks 
aimed at ending the seven-year 
war in the Far Eastern battle* 
ground. 


The source reporting the pro* 


jected Allied proposal on Korea 
said it would be a "very difficult 
thing" for Russia, Red China and 
North Korea to turn it down. , . 


The Communists reaction to the 


Allied proposal, the source added, 
would determine whether there is 
any real chance of unifying the 
divided country and holding fifct 
elections there. 


Both In-ilst 


Since its beginning, the Korean 


phase of the Far Eastern confer- 
ence has been stalemated by each 
side's insistence on its own plan 
for unification. South Korea and 
her 16 allies here at the conference 
insist on U. N. supervision of vot* 
ing; the Communist? demand that 
all foreign troops get out and elec* 
tions be held on a basis the West 
ix certain would assure a Commu- 
nist victory. 


Details of the compromise plan 


could not be learned, but the in- 
formant snld South Korea and her 
16 allies were closer to unanimity 
on the thorny issue than at any 
time since the Geneva conference 
began. 
t 


Officials hope to have all minor 


differences ironed out and to b« 
able to confront the Communist* 
with a unified plan before the week 
ends, he added. 


Meet at Airport 


The delegation of Indochlnes« 


rebels, headed by graying deputy 
Premier - Foreign Minister Pahm 
Van Dong, was met at the airport 
by Communist dignitaries. Among 
them were Russia's D e p u t y 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 
fled China's Premier - Foreign 
Minister Chou En-Lai, and North 
Korean Foreign Minister Nam II. 


The Indochina parley is expected 


to begin Wednesday or Thursday. 


Representatives of the Associ- 


ated States of Indochina — Viet 
Nam, 
Laos and Cambodia — were 


still in Paris. But they can get 
here in little more than an hour 
by plane once a starting time for 
the talks is set.

Young rats born to these parents 


were fed the chlorophyll compound. 
They weighed less when they were 
weaned than other* which were not 
fed the chemical. However, during 
the first s«,ven days after they 
were weaned, the chlorophyll-fed 
rats grew at a faster rate than did 
the weaned rata fed the control ra- 
tion without chlorophyll added.

Roundworms damage 
the lunga and liver and make pigs 
more susceptible to pneumonia.

The di- 
sease may also be caused by Irri- 
tation from breathing dust from 
old. dry or musty straw.

On this 
early market sweet corn, five or 
six applications of DDT, I'/J pounds 
per acre at eight to ten day inter- 
vals, may be tried experimentally 
in an attempt to reduce 'Stewart's 
disease infection. 


General: In southwestern Illinois,

Lower Farm Production to 
Cause Dip in Rural Income 


By L. H. SIMEKL

The USDA now expects farm income for 1954 to be four or five per 


cent less than it was in 1953. The department points out that prices of 
crops average a little lower than they didjast year, and the volume of 
eales will probably be smaller. 


The volume available for sale 


will be cut by acreage controls 
and probably by drouth. Ordinari- 
ly, small crops are offset by high- 
er prices and therefore farm in- 
come does not suffer from reduced 
production. However, when stocks 
have accumulated 
under price 


supports, r e d u c e d 
production 


brings little or no increase in 
prices and farm income declines 
with reduced, output. 


Farmers' cash receipts 
from 


farm marketings were about three 
per cent less for the first quarter 
of this year than Jast year. Income 
from corn and other feed crops 
was up about one-eighth on account 
of a larger volume of sales. Re- 
turns from the sale of meat ani- 
mals and poultry were about the 
name. Sales of milk, wheat, cotton, 
tobacco and vegetables brought in 
less than in the corresponding part 
of 1953. 


Illinois farmers seem to be do- 


ing a little better than farmers in 
most other states. Cash icceipts 
from farm marketings in Illinois 
in January and February are esti- 
mated at $287 million—two per 
cent more than in corresponding 
months last year. Some of this 
increase in income is' probably due 
to increased sales from the good 
1954 corn crop. Cash receipts from 
farm marketings include income 
from CCC loans on grain. 


Average prices of farm products 


seem likely to hold rather'steady 
during the next few months. Price 
stability is expected because (1) 
prices of farm products aie now 
about in normal balance with 
prices of nonagricultural products; 
(2) ,-the general business situation 
is well stabilized, and (3) price- 
support programs tend to hold up 
prices, while sales ofvgovernment 
stocks tend to check price ad- 
vances. 


Some sag in crop prices is likely 


to develop at harvest time, and 
prices of hcgs will slide during the 
late summer and early fall. 


The demand for food has not 


been reduced _ by the decline in 
employment, 
according 
to 
the 


USDA. The department points out 
that consumer incomes available 
for spending during the first quar- 
ter of 1954 were near the record 


levels of 1953. Loss of income on 
account of unemployment has been 
almost entirely offset by reduction 
in income taxes and by increased 
unemployment compensation pay- 
ments. 


The business readjustment has 


developed about as was expected. 
Punng 1953. industrial production 
was greater than sales, and ware- 
house stocks piled up. Some work- 
ers were laid off during the fall 
and winter. So far this year sales 
have exceeded pi eduction. Inven- 
tories have been reduced, but 
further reduction may occur. Con- 
sumers bought heavily on install- 
ment deals in 1953. but they have 
been reducing their indebtedness 
in recent months. 


, Expoits of farm products so far 
this year have been near 1953 
levels. During the past 12 months 
they have totaled around $2.§ bil- 
lion, or about $1,400 for each com- 
mercial faim in the U. S. (Com-4 
mercial farms are thjose that make 
a business of producing farm piod- 
nets for sale and that produce at 
least $2,500 worth of products per 
year.) 


Administration 
Seeks Storage 


Indications that the grain stor- 


age pioblem may be 400 million 
bushels tougher than last year has 
given a push to administtation 
plans to find more storage. 


At a 
national- conference at 


Omaha, Neb., a Commodity Stabi- 
lization Service official said, "We 
feel in the USDA that our approach 
should be very positive—not nega- 
tive. Our job is to take care of 
grain producers as the law pio-, 
vides."

It was announced that the CCC | 


will supply 100 million bushels 
more grain space. Capper's Farm- 
er reported. Another 200 million 
bushels in commercial storage is 
expected under the guaranteed 
occupancy program. Government 
incentives are counted on to get

Soybean Test 
Shows Poor 
Germination 


URBANA — Germination tests 


conducted on soybean seed (or the 
1954 
crop show average germina- 


tion to b« 71 to 72 per cent — 20 
per cent less than normal. 


But J. C. Hackleman, crops ex- 


tension specialist at the University 
of Illinois, doubts that it will be 
necessary to increase seed plant- 
ing rates that much. He says 
farmers often use a planting rate 
that gives them more plants than 
necessary for highest production. 


The poor germination rate was 


due largely to cracked or damaged 
seedcoats. Because of the unusual- 
ly low moisture content- of soy- 
beans at harvest time, the normal 
harvesting 
procedure 
was 
too 


severe for the seed. The result was 
a large number of chipped or 
cracked seedcoats in combined 
seed. The damage was increased 
in the cleaning and grading pro- 
cesses. 


Germination averaged 
five to 


seven per cent higher in northern 
Illinois than in southern Illinois, 
where the drought was more se- 
vere and beans were drier at har- 
vest. ' 


But Illinois soybean seed pro- 


ducers believe there is even more 
difference in the quality of the 
seed in various parts of the state. 
A survey of nearly 300 seed pro- 
ducers was made by Hackleman 
and the Illinois Crop Improvement 
Association 
to 
get 
information 


about the soybean seed situation. 
The survey lists the germination 
of soybean seed as follows: south- 
ern Illinois — 62.4 per cent: central 
Illinois — 70.8 per cent; northern 
Illinois — 79.5 per cent. 


With 90 per cent germination 


considered normal.Hhe survey indi- 
cates -that farmers plan to boost 
planting rates for lower germinat- 
ing seed. Farmers who have seed 
germinating 70 per cent will plant 
16 pounds more seed than the nor- 
mal rate, and those with seed ger- 
minating 60 per cent will use 21 
pounds more.

A iitibiotic Pellets 
Don't Affect Pig 
Weaning Weights 


URBANA — Two different tests 


at the University of Illinois Agricul- 
tural 
Experiment 
Station 
have 


shown Uiat implanted antibiotic 
pellets do not increase the growth 
rates of pigs to weaning age. 


S. \V. Ten-ill, head of the swine 


division at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, reports that 
the pellets were implanted under 
the pig's skin behind its ear. 


Out of 573 pigs in 68 litters which 


were used in the test, pigs that did 
not get the antibiotic implant 
weighed about one-half pound more 
at weaning time than those that did 
get the antibiotic. Percent of sur- 
vival was a little higher in the pigs 
getting the implant, but not enough 
higher to say that the result was 
due to the antibiotic. 


In one test bacitracin. penicillin 


and aureomycin pellets weie used. 
In the other test, only penicillin pel- 
lets were used. All litters were 
laised on'alfalfa pasture, nnd all 
had access to a pig starter lation.

Yields Hold Up 
In Dry Season 


URBANA—Contoured corn last 


year yielded 11 bushels an acre 
more than corn planted up and 
down the slop* on the University 
South Farm. 


Ben A. Jones, agricultural en- 


gineer at the University or Illinois 
college of agriculture, attributes 
most ol this yield difference to 
the fact thai the contours helped 
to hold moisture in the rows. 


During the dry summer this ex- 


tra moisture made the large dif- 
ference m yield, Jones says. 


Actual yields were 79 bushels an 


acre on rows cultivated up and 
down and 90 bushels on the con- 
toured rows. The slop* in this 
case average about two per cent. 


Contour planting and cultivating 


help to keep the soil in place in 
the fields for future use. in addi- 
tion to conserving moisture, the 
farm engineer points out.

Treat Wounds Quickly and 
Avoid Many Bad Infections 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


Nearly all of us at one time or 


other have had our skin> cut or 
torn by accident or injury. What 
we do about it may be important. 


The first point to remember is 


not to take care of a wound our- 
selves which is serious .enough to 
require 
medical 
attention. 
The 


second it that cleanliness Is ex- 
cc^dingly important. 


Wounds or cuts made by dirty 


objects are more likely to produce 
trouble than those made by clean 
ones. '

FOR THIS reason the liberal use 


of soap and water is the best first 
etcp in treatment. This alone gets 
rid of more germs and dirt than 
almost anything else which can be 
Used. 


The third point to decide is what 


antiseptic or germicide should be 
pti( on. There are many of them, 
Including tincture of iodine and 
many chemical combinations con- 
taining mercury, silver, and cer- 
tain dyes. 


» * • 


UNFORTUNATELY, there is no 


one of these preparations' which 
seem to be superior as an all-pur- 
pose antiseptic. Tincture of iodine 
causes some 
stinging 
in open 


' wounds, but seems to be just about 


as cood as the others so far as its 
effect 
on perms is concerned, 


though it tends to burn and slight- 
ly damage the tissue. Certainly it 
should not be used more than once 
or twice on the same wound. 


EACH OF the antiseptics mark- 


eted by reputable companies seem 
to have some advantages and some 
disadvantages. One or more should 
be in every medicine cabinet and 
used for minor cuts or injuries, but 


cleansing with soap and water 
should not be neglected. 


The search for a poifcct anti- 


septic or germicide 1ms gone on 
ever since bacteria were known to 
exist. Such R preparation has not' 
yet been found, though good ones 
are available. Unfortunately, most 
chemical substances which attack 
germs also tend to destroy or 
hnrm the tender himinn tissues 
with which they come in contact.

Xo Change In Rate*

taxes on individuals and businesses 
an estimated $1.400,000.000 the first 
year through more liberal deduc- 
tions and allowances. 


The biggest fight is expected to 


center on a proposal by Frear and 
two other Democratic members of 
the committee to clash about 4& 
billion dollars off 1954 income taxes 
by raising personal exemptions of 
each taxpayer and his dependents. 


The Delaware senator said he 


understood this issue will not be 
acted on until near the end of com- 
mittee work on the measure, per- 
haps two weeks off. The House has 
passed the 875-page bill. 


Raine Exemptions 


The amendment sponsored by 


Frear and Senators George (D-Ga)

The total eclipse will be visible 


in North America and Europe. 
There won't be another eclipse of 
this 'kind, visible to both conti- 
nents, until June 14, 2151. scientists 
claim. 


The longest period of the total 


eclipse, dunng »which .the moon 
will shut out the sun to earth, peo- 
ple, will be 155 seconds at a point 
northeast of the Shetland Islands 
above Scotland.
